Reront. We have no.disposition to find 
fault with our neighbors when they attend to 
their own business in their own way, with- 
out meddling with the concerns of others 
or attempting to bring an unmerited re- 
proach upon them, In point of religiaus, as 
well as political privileges, we say let every 
denomination be left, like him “ who is born 
of the spirit,” ay free as “ the wind that blow- 
eth where it listeth.” No person can be 
more friendly to equal rights in practice, as 
well as in theory, than we are. Universal 
liberty, restricted only by certain salutary 
and necessary laws, is the very spirit of all 
our enviable institutions, and he illy deserves 
the name of an American who would either 
secretly or openly deprive any man or body 
of men of the full and unrestrained exercise 
of it. But when any persons undertake to 
depart from this magnanimous principle— 
when they assume to themselves exclusive 
privileges or attempt to bring a reproach up- 
on others, of as extensive acquirements and 
as good moral characters as they themselves 
possess—when they sould.arrogate all clainis 
to the respect of society, and thus endeavor 
to create a sentiment of contempt and ill will, 
in the public mind, against another class of 
people who acknowledge no inferiority either 
in point of talents, virtues or privileges to 
the former,--there is a duty binding upon ev- 
ery free-mman.to complain loudly of such .un- 
sighteous assumptions and to demand of them 
a more cautious and respectful course of con- 
duct. 

We were led to these remarks, by reading 
the late “ Report on the state of religion in 

Maine, made at Hallowell before the General 
Conference” of orthodox Congregationalists 
June 28, 1827,” in the course of which, 
speaking in general terms of “ the state of re- 
ligion” in this County, after stating that there 
‘are but 6 ministers and euly 15 ehurches 
which are generally poor and small, we find 
the following unjust language.

But f did not sit down at this time with 
a view te argue with you upon the subject 
of doctrines. My recent afflictions, as well 
as a hint contained in your last kind let- 
ter, remind me that I should devote my 
present epistle to a statement of the sup- 
port I derived from my views during my 
painful sickness and at a time too when 
death appeared to be more than probalile, 
if not almost certain. 

Having learned that I had been brought 
very low and that probably I should not 
recover, you, in your last latter, deemed 
it‘best—and I doubt not from the purest 
motives—to propose most seriously and 
urgently the solemn inquiry—whether I 
could then say, in view of death and in 
tne august presence of that dread Being 
before whom I was likely very soon to ap- 
pear, that my doctrine stood the test of 
that trying hour ? Whether I could then 
embrace it with that confidence which I 
professed in health ? Whether I was will- 
ing to launch into the awful sea of eterni- 
ty venturing my all upon the truth of that 
doctrine ? | have indeed, my dear friend, 
veen brought near to “the gates of the 
grave ;”’ and at one time, for anumber of 
days, had abandoned, as it were, all hope of 
“beholding man again, with the inhabi- 
tants of the earth.” Death appeared in- 
evitable ; the lamp of life seemed nearly 
extinguished, and that to. me, my dearest 
Charles, was a time of the most serious 
and solemn meditations. My physician 
had frankly expressed his fears that he 
could be no longer serviceable to me ;— 
my besom companion—the early and stead- 
fast friend of my heart ;—my three lovely 
and dependant children—-all of whom need- 
ed the mortal presence and protection of 
a husband and father—gathered around 
my couch, and as showers of tears bedew- 
ed my pallid face, their half-distracted 
groans and cries pierced my very soul.— 
I had often been to!d, when in health, by 
your sort of people, that my confidence in 
the doctrine you think so erroneous, would 
desert me when I came to be stretched 
upon the bed of sickness and death. I 
did not know but this might be the case. 
Still I could not disregard the sober dic- 
tates of my judgment, and abandon a sen- 
timent which, for my soul, I could not but 
believe was verily true and scriptural, to 
the unsupported fears which others might 
attempt to create in me for what might be 
the state of my mind at a future period. 


But, my brother, I think I can now say 
i have had the trial of all the serious con- 
siderations that gather around the dying 
bed I am‘now, it is true, by the unex- 
pected blessing of God, still alive ; but, at 
the time alluded to, every thing concurred 
‘to make me believe, as all around me did
